THE US. Federal Aviation Administration has 
put into service at the Indianapolis airport 


control tower the fourth link 


in a chain of 


electronic calculating-machines destined to form a 
nationwide network of air traffic contro! informa- 


tion. 


The calcwltors send, 
and interpret automatically, all 
information concerning alr tramc 
at the alrficlds or between the 
fields connected In the network. 


The alrports of Pittsburgh, 
Washington, and Cleveland are 
already equipped with the au- 
tematic calculators, the western 
part of the country Js to have 
them In two years, and the 
central part by 1965. When the 
system ig in full effect, all these 
alrports will exchange auloma- 
theally the vital fight Informa 
tion which until now has had 
to be handled by human 
“controllers.” 


At Indfanapolis 
example, more 
“Information bands" have had 
to be prepared by hand. They 
must contain such information 
on flights in progress an the 
identity of the plane, its speed, 
nititude, route, and positions. 

The machines that are “taking 
over this complicated task are 
the “IBM 650" and the “Ramac 
650," made by the International 
Business Machines Company, 

These mechines integrate the 
information they recelye with a 
“memory” system of stored in- 
formotidn permanently avall- 
able, such as the locations of 
airflelds and radio beacons, 
reference tsbles, and a complete 
Hist of alreraft flight ‘plans in- 
cluding those being prepared. 
The information is sorted out 
automatically and the results arc 
transmitted to other alrperts—

The ICAQ study wus based 
on ‘answers from the 74 mem~ 
ber nations to hypothetical 
questions on the ‘nature and 
conditions of exploitation of a 
future supersonic plane. The 
study indicated the plane will 
probably have a long, tapering 
fuselage, shortish wings, a 
Were rudder placed near the: tees 
of the plane, ang on engine 
placed as far in the rear as 
possible. The cabin will be 
made largely of oxydised steel 
or of titanium. The weight Will 
probably range from 90 to 270 
tons and the plane will have a 
capacity of 70 to 160 passengers. 

The plane is expected to cost 
between $14 and $20 milion, 
but it ds estimated that if used 
8 to 9 hours ao day, the plane 
will have the same passenger 
capacity that three planes have 
today.

Jet transport is again 
causing headaches 
among the airlines. 

Just yesterday the 
Japanese Government 

_ announced that a sur- 
charge on all pure-jet 
flights in and out of 
Tokyo would be levied, 
beginning today. 


The two airlines concerned, 
running jets between Hongkong 
and Tokyo, are Boac and Pan 
Annrican, This 
second and Pan 
third run-up against 
craft surcharges. 


Losing A Lot. 


Boac snd -Pan American were 
both caughd on the trans- 
Aflantic run, and Pan American 
ore still paying a similar sur- 
charge on fet fights across the 
Pacific into and out of Tokyo 
from Honolulu. . 

It wos learned that the sur- 
charge was instituted, because 
the Japanese Government car- 
rier, Japan Airlines, complained 
it was losing a lot of traMe on 
this important sector when the 
two airlines in question intro- 
duced jet aircraft. 

It appears that the Govern- 
ment had two courses open to 
them, They could either have 
cut down the nember of filghts 
of the two airlines, or intro- 
duced a surcharre, , 

Eventually they ‘chose the 
latter course, and the two air4 
lines, rather than make 2 fuss, 
decided to play along. 


Own Jets By Then 


Howevcr, the Japanese 
Government hos decided tu 
review the situation after one 
year—by which time, no doubt, 
JAL will havo thelr own jets. 

The surcharge amounts to
